1995  has  been  a  year  of  changes,  accomplishments,  celebrations,  and 
challenges.  First  of  all  we  would  like  to  thank  Christopher  M.  Bancroft  and  Earl  S. 
Dodier  for  their  years  of  service  as  Selectmen.  The  time  that  they  have  given  to 
fulfill  their  duties  and  responsibilities  is  greatly  appreciated  and  will  never  be 
forgotten.  To  be  able  to  remember  our  heritage,  to  meet  the  challenges  related  to 
every  day  issues  and  to  help  prepare  our  community  for  its  future  is  not  an  easy 
task.   Best  wishes  to  the  both  of  you. 

The  landfill  has  gone  through  many  changes  this  past  year.  In  preparing  for 
closure,  much  work  has  been  done.  The  removal  of  waste  from  the  east  end  of 
the  landfill  has  resulted  in  the  reduction  of  the  footprint  by  one  acre,  therefore 
reducing  closure  costs.  We  continue  our  efforts  to  bring  slopes  to  closure  grade. 
The  everyday  activities  of  the  landfill  have  also  seen  many  improvements.  The 
cleaning  up  of  debris  and  moving  items  such  as  metal  piles  and  tires  to  less 
visible  and  more  efficient  locations  is  an  on  going  process. 

The  Solid  Waste  Advisory  Committee  has  completed  their  research  of 
Transfer  Station  versus  Curb  Side  Pick-up.  They  have  found  that  Transfer 
Station  is  the  best  solution  for  our  community.  The  Committee's  research 
continues  on  what  items  should  or  should  not  be  recycled,  as  the  market  for 
recycled  materials  is  the  constantly  changing.  The  development  of  the  design 
for  the  Transfer  Station/Recycle  Center  is  under  way.  This  planning  is  extremely 
important  as  the  final  design  needs  to  satisfy  our  present  and  future  needs. 

This  year  marked  the  1 00th  birthday  of  our  Town  Hall.  Repairs  were  made  to 
the  exterior  of  the  building  and  the  clock  received  a  much  needed  face  lift.  On 
September  16th  the  Heritage  Commission  sponsored  a  very  distinguished 
ceremony  to  make  this  day  a  special  one.  Although  the  original  time  capsule  was 
never  found  for  this  day,  a  special  gift  was  presented.  A  new  granite  stone  with 
the  date  1995  was  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Twombley.  On  March  30th,  1996 
a  new  time  capsule  will  be  placed  behind  this  stone  in  the  Southwest  corner  of  the 
building.  To  the  Heritage  Commission,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Twombley,  special  guests 
and  all  of  those  who  contributed  and  attended  that  day,  Thank  you. 

The  repairs  that  were  to  be  made  to  the  Sanbornville  Fire  Station  have  been 
placed  on  hold.  It  has  become  apparent  that  the  extent  of  repairs  is  much  more 
than  first  realized.  A  study  is  underway  to  come  up  with  the  best  solution  for 
resolving  the  situation. 

This  year  the  town  has  acquired  a  new  police  cruiser,  ambulance  and  one  ton 
truck.  With  the  care  and  maintenance  that  will  be  given  to  these  by  our 
personnel,  it  is  certain  that  we  will  receive  many  years  of  service. 

The  Heritage  Commission  has  made  great  strides  in  the  restoration  of  the 
J.W.  Garvin  Building.  In  the  upcoming  year  we  will  see  many  more  changes  with 
the  grant  money  that  has  been  awarded  for  the  Scenic  By-ways  Interpretive 
Center.  Much  has  been  accomplished  in  these  past  few  years  and  there  will  be 
much  more  in  the  future. 

The  Wakefield  Economic  Resource  Committee  has  been  awarded  the  Plan 
NH  Award.  This  is  in  recognition  for  its  accomplishments  in  a  small  community. 
This  was  one  of  two  given.  The  other  was  awarded  to  the  Pease  Development 
Authority. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  recognize  our  dedicated  employees,  board 
members  and  volunteers  who  give  countless  hours,  and  the  citizens  who  vote 
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and  participate  in  any  way.  A  community's  strength  comes  from  its  citizens  and 
their  willingness  to  work  together  to  overcome  obstacles  and  achieve  its  goals, 
whether  it  is  to  preserve  its  past,  deal  with  the  present  and/or  prepare  for  its 
future.

The  Trustees  are  charged  with  supervision  of  the  investment  of  the  Capital 
Reserves  and  the  Cemetery  Trust  Funds  for  the  Town  of  Wakefield. 

In  1995  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  with  Charter  Trust  Company-the  firm 
currently  handling  the  investment  of  town  trust  funds.  Charter  Trust  gave  a 
thorough  accounting  of  the  investment  vehicles  used,  and  the  Trustees  are 
satisfied  that  the  Town  Funds  are  held  in  safe  investment  vehicles  as  defined  by 
State  of  New  Hampshire  Statutes. 

Charter  Trust  provides  quarterly  reports  which  are  reviewed  by  the  Trustees, 
and  their  annual  report  is  included  in  the  Town  of  Wakefield  annual  report. 

The  trustees  are  planning  in  1996  to  review  the  proposals  of  other 
investment  companies  to  compare  their  policies  and  procedures,  investment 
records,  and  fees  charged  for  services  with  our  current  contract  with  Charter 
Trust  to  ensure  that  Wakefield  is  receiving  the  best  possible  investment  yield. 

The  Trustees  will  continue  to  manage  the  accounts  of  the  existing  perpetual 
care  trust  funds.  It  was  decided  in  1995,  in  agreement  with  the  Wakefield  Board 
of  Selectmen,  that  no  further  individual  perpetual  care  trust  funds  would  be 
accepted  by  the  Town  of  Wakefield.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Wakefield  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31 ,  1994,  as  listed 
in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an 
opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain 
reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis, 
evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles 
used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  general  purpose  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our 
audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  1B,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred 
to  above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group,  which  should 
be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is 
not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the 
omission  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial 
position  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  as  of  December  31 ,  1994,  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  and  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then 
ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

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WAKEFIELD    AREA    AMBULANCE 
1995    AMBULANCE    REPORT 

The  Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  responded  to  338  calls  during  1995,  a  30% 
increase  over  1994.  These  calls  included  47  motor  vehicle  and  water  accidents, 
253  home  and  sudden  illness  calls  and  32  fire  calls.  A  total  of  216  patients  were 
transported  to  the  hospital  of  which  191  were  residents.  Twelve  responses  were 
for  mutual  aid  to  other  communities  and  10  were  for  mutual  aid  to  Wakefield  when 
the  ambulance  was  out  of  service. 

We  currently  have  20  members  of  which  15  are  emergency  medical 
technicians  (EMT)  and  4  are  licensed  as  first  responders.  Of  the  15  EMTs  8  are 
qualified  for  defibrillation,  2  are  qualified  for  intravenous  treatment  and  1  is 
qualified  for  limited  drug  treatment. 

During  1995  the  Corps  logged  over  2600  hours  of  voluntary  service  on 
ambulance  calls  and  training  with  no  compensation  other  than  personal  pride  and 
satisfaction  of  help  to  others  in  need. 

Statistics  show  that  more  requests  for  assistance  were  on  Sundays  and 
Thursdays  and  that  March,  July  and  August  were  the  busiest  months. 

The  Wakefield  Ambulance  Association  made  up  of  Corps  members  and 
interested  townspeople  donated  over  $4,100.00  for  a  new  stretcher,  vests,  CPR 
infant  mannequins  and  training  films  from  memorial  and  regular  donations.

The  year  has  passed  with  Animal  Control  having  put  2643.1  miles  on  log,  509 
incoming  calls,  having  517  dogs  licensed  by  year's  end. 

The  successful  Clinic  was  held  again  at  the  Wakefield  Police  Department, 
with  Dr.  Flood  of  Acton,  Maine.  This  will  be  planned  again  for  the  spring  for  all 
dogs  and  cats.   Rabies  shots  and  licenses  will  be  available  as  usual. 

Again,  we  are  reminded  of  the  Rabies  threat.  Make  sure  your  pets  are 
vaccinated.  Remind  yourself  that  strays  are  not  protected,  and  it  is  unsafe  to 
pick  up  strays  that  might  be  ill. 

Once  again,  Animal  Control  has  seen  unwanted  pets  dropped  off  on  side 
roads.  This  animal  is  then  left  to  fend  for  itself.  Many  are  deaf  or  sightless. 
Being  confused  by  this  treatment,  they  get  hit  or  die  due  to  starvation.  In  some 
cases,  by  the  time  they  are  found  it  is  too  late  to  help.  It  is  against  the  law  to  do 
this,  and  if  seen  should  be  reported  to  the  Police  or  Animal  Control  immediately. 
Any  description  of  vehicles  would  be  helpful. 

Dogs  must  wear  collar  with  license  attached.  If  you  think  of  the  safety  of 
your  animal,  this  will  help  your  pet  be  returned  quickly. 

Many  calls  that  came  in  this  year  were  related  to  raccoons,  skunks,  with  a 
few  oddities.  The  breakdown  of  calls  follow.  This  does  not  include  calls  of 
barking,  loose,  lost  and  found,  or  the  calls  that  have  been  cared  for  on  regular 
police  time.

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WAKEFIELD    ECONOMIC    RESOURCE    COMMITTEE 

This  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  several  years  ago  for  the 
purpose  of  helping  to  develop  and  maintain  a  favorable  business  climate  for  the 
expansion  of  existing  businesses  and  attracting  new  businesses  while  improving 
the  quality  of  life  and  maintaining  the  rural  character  of  Wakefield.  With  this  in 
mind  we  successfully  accomplished  many  things. 

To  increase  tourism,  the  Wakefield  Economic  Resource  Committee  (WERC) 
initiated  the  development  of  several  bicycle  routes  and  supporting  activities.  We 
were  recognized  as  a  'Bicycle  Friendly  Community'  -  the  first  in  New  Hampshire. 
We  organized  and  obtained  funding  for  the  placement  of  bicycle  safety  signs. 
Our  design,  'SHARE  THE  ROAD'  will  now  be  used  throughout  the  State. 

We  are  currently  working  with  a  large  group  of  artists  and  crafters  to  identify 
a  need  for  help  marketing  or  expanding  their  businesses. 

The  Governor's  Council  officially  approved  our  Scenic  By-way  from 
Wakefield  Corner  to  the  Farm  Museum.  We  then  applied  for  and  were  approved  to 
receive  a  grant  of  $42,750  from  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  to  create  a 
museum  and  information  center  in  the  Garvin  Building.  This  will  highlight  the 
economic  impact  of  the  railroad  on  the  area  in  the  late  1800s  and  early  1900s  and 
illuminate  the  relationship  between  agriculture,  our  natural  resources,  and 
industrial  development. 

With  support  from  the  Police  Department  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
WERC  sponsored  a  youth  employment  program  combining  service  with 
academics.  The  youth  worked  on  the  Town  Hall  and  painted  the  Police  Station. 

We  successfully  obtained  funds  and  hardware  to  place  a  computer  system 
in  the  Gafney  Library  that  will  enable  those  seeking  jobs  to  access  New 
Hampshire  job  opportunities  and  post  resumes  locally. 

In  addition  to  consulting  with  new  businesses,  we  conducted  a  community 
survey  to  determine  the  demand  for  products  and  services.  This  information  will 
be  useful  in  the  expansion  and  recruitment  of  businesses. 

A  highlight  of  the  year  for  us  was  to  receive  the  Plan  NH  Award  of  Merit  for 
1995  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield.  We  were  chosen  for  the  award  because 
of  our  revitalization  strategy  for  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  and  the  successful 
planning  effort  in  conjunction  with  the  Office  of  State  Planning  Community 
Stewardship  Initiative.  It  was  certainly  an  honor  to  represent  our  Town  and  the 
many  residents  who  have  worked  on  these  projects  with  us.  Each  project  is  a 
building  block  for  Wakefield's  future,  and  we  thank  you  for  your  continued 
support.

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REPORT  TO   THE   CITIZENS   OF   COUNCIL   DISTRICT   ONE 

As  Executive  Councilor  for  District  One,  it  is  a  privilege  for  me  to 
communicate  with  the  citizens  of  this  town  and  area  which  are  a  part  of  District 
One  of  98  towns  and  four  cities. 

The  five  member  Executive  Council  is  at  the  top  of  your  Executive  Branch  of 
Government.  The  NH  House  and  Senate  make  laws  and  pass  into  law  a  budget. 
It  is  then  the  constitutional  and  lawful  duty  of  the  Governor  and  Council  to  carry 
out  those  laws  and  budget.  The  entire  Judicial  Branch  of  judges  are  all 
nominated  by  the  Governor  and  confirmed  by  the  Council.  The  Governor  and 
Council  also  nominate  and  confirm  267  Commissioners  and  Directors  to  terms  of 
office  in  the  various  state  executive  branch  departments. 

The  Governor  and  Executive  Council  also  are  required  by  law  to  nominate 
and  confirm  dozens  of  citizens  to  various  volunteer  boards  and  commissions.  If 
anyone  is  interested  in  serving,  they  should  forward  their  resume  directly  to 
Governor  Merrill  or  my  office  at  the  State  House.  A  list  of  these  boards  and 
commissions  may  be  obtained  by  calling  my  State  House  Office  at  271-3632. 

The  year  ahead  will  prove  challenging  in  the  area  of  town,  county  and  state 
administration  of  the  recently  passed  House  Bill  32  which  reallocates, 
reorganizes  most  of  the  Health  and  Human  Services  Department  of  NH  State 
Government.  It  is  extremely  important  that  local  and  county  officials  stay  in 
close  touch  with  their  State  Senators  and  State  Representatives.  I  have  asked 
Health  &  Human  Services  Commissioner  Terry  Morton  to  appoint  at  least  15-20 
people  from  each  county  to  act  as  advisers  to  this  office  as  commission.  If  any 
of  you  are  interested  in  serving,  please  call  this  office  direct  1-800-852-3345  ext. 
4331  or  send  him  a  note  at  his  office  on  Hazen  Drive,  Concord,  NH  03301 
expressing  your  interest. 

As  of  this  writing  there  is  still  about  $270,000  waiting  to  be  matched  by  local 
dollars  in  the  Economic  Development  Matching  Grant  Program  and  $275,000 
waiting  to  be  matched  in  the  Joint  Tourist  Promotional  Program.  Both  of  these 
programs  can  be  accessed  by  calling  271-241 1 . 

Some  9  million  dollars  is  waiting  at  the  Office  of  State  Planning  (Tel.  No.  271- 
2155)  in  the  Community"  Development  Block  Grant  Program.  A  town,  county, 
regional  economic  development  council  or  other  regional  group  is  eligible  to 
apply. 

The  Governor's  Advisory  Commission  on  Intermodal  Transportation  has 
submitted  our  recommendation  to  the  Governor  on  various  projects  submitted  to 
us  by  towns  and  regional  planning  commissions.  It  is  now  up  to  the  Governor  to 
submit  his  recommendations  to  the  House  and  Senate  by  February  15,  1996  and 
then  it's  up  to  those  two  bodies  of  state  government  as  to  the  final  disposition  of 
the  plan.  I  don't  look  for  much  in  the  way  of  new  highways,  bridges  and 
transportation  projects  due  mainly  to  lack  of  money.  Hopefully,  we'll  be  able  to 
keep  in  good  repair  the  transportation  system  we've  got. 

It  is  amazing  the  advice  and  technical  assistance  available  in  State 
Government  to  citizens,  businesses  and  local  municipalities.  The  Office  of 
Industrial  Development  has  a  very  attractive  brochure  listing  technical,  financial 
and  community  resources  available  for  the  asking  by  calling  271-241 1 . 
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Should  my  office  be  of  help  in  matters  relating  to  the  Executive  Branch, 
please  know  that  I  welcome  the  opportunity  to  respond.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  serve 
you.

CONSERVATION     COMMISSION     REPORT 

The  Wakefield  Conservation  Commission  was  established  in  March  1988  by 
the  Town  vote  (RSA-36A),  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen. 

Meetings  are  held  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  at  12:30  p.m.  at  Town 
Hall  and  the  public  is  welcome  to  attend. 

The  purpose  of  the  Commission  is  to  research  the  use  of  local  land  and  water 
areas,  and  establish  an  index  of  open  space,  and  wetland  areas  as  a  part  of 
public  information.  We  also  review  requests  that  are  sent  to  the  State  Board,  for 
filling,  dredging,  and  dock  construction.  We  do  not  have  decision  making 
powers,  but  make  recommendations  to  state  and  local  agencies. 

This  year  we  have  reviewed  40  applications,  made  several  on  site 
inspections.  These  inspections  are  in  line  with  the  policy  of  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Services,  Wetlands  Division.  We  are  also  attempting  to  assist  the 
Paul  School  in  any  projects  that  involve  conservation. 

Any  gifts  of  money  may  be  put  into  the  seperate  Conservation  account  and 
allowed  to  accumulate  from  year  to  year  for  the  purchase  of  land  and 
development  rights  or  any  project.  We  are  helping  to  protect  the  lakes,  rivers 
and  wetlands  and  would  welcome  anyone  who  might  be  interested  in  joining  us  in 
this  community  project.

Once  again  the  Wakefield  Heritage  Commission  has  had  a  busy,  varied  and 
exciting  year. 

Celebrating  the  100th  Anniversary  of  the  building  of  our  Town  Hall  on 
September  23,  1995,  marked  an  especially  memorable  day  for  the  Town  of 
Wakefield.  The  Town  Hall  looked  most  festive  for  the  occasion  with  the  flowers 
and  banners,  special  painting,  the  shining  gold  numbers  on  the  rejuvenated  tower 
clock  and  the  new  flag  and  flagpole  welcoming  all  those  who  came  to  join  in  the 
activities  of  the  day  and  evening.  Having  our  State,  National  and  Local  officials 
present  and  participating,  the  exhibits,  the  birthday  cake,  all  made  the  event 
ever  more  special.  We  have  had  so  many  positive  comments  about  that  glorious 
day.  It  was  a  day  to  remember  from  start  to  finish.  As  mementos  to  mark  the 
centennial  birthday,  the  Commission  had  small  wooden  painted  plaques  of  the 
Town  Hall  made  with  the  history  of  the  Town  Hall  on  the  reverse  side.  These  were 
offered  for  sale. 

Now  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  placing  of  the  Cornerstone,  which  William 
and  Frances  Twombley  have  so  generously  given  to  the  Town,  on  March  30, 
1996.  A  time  capsule  will  be  placed  in  the  foundation  at  the  same  time.  The 
copper  box  reportedly  with  so  many  documents  placed  there  in  1895  was  never 
located  even  though  extensive  brick  removal  and  searching  was  carried  out.  At 
the  time  (1895)  only  three  residents  knew  where  it  was  placed.  Each  of  them 
passed  away  a  good  many  years  ago,  and  the  location  was  never  made  public. 

As  a  part  of  the  Commission's  regular  responsibilities  we  have  held  two 
public  hearings  concerning  proposed  changes  to  structures  in  the  Historic 
District  at  Wakefield  Corner.  These  were  changes  and  additions  requested  by 
the  individual  homeowners.  Also  several  homeowners  within  the  District  have 
approached  us  to  discuss  thoughts,  suggestions  and  recommendations  which 
they  were  considering. 

We  have  discussed  at  length  the  possibility  of  having  a  walkway  in  the 
District  as  more  and  more  foot  traffic-either  joggers,  runners  or  walkers  viewing 
the  old  houses-is  coming.  Mr.  Kenneth  Kyle  of  the  State  DOT  has  met  with  us  in 
this  regard  and  some  roadwork  has  been  done  in  the  District  by  the  State. 

Our  strong  interest  and  concern  in  the  J.W.  Garvin  building  has  not  only 
continued  all  year,  but  at  long  last  is  truly  visible.  We  now  have  two  tenants-a 
martial  arts  studio  being  our  second  business-and  at  least  two  others  have 
expressed  sincere  interest. 

Our  first  priority  after  securing  the  building  for  the  Town  of  Wakefield  was  to 
remove  the  pigeons  and  their  excrement.  Because  of  the  highly  toxic  content  of 
the  latter,  we  had  to  hire  a  professional  to  carry  out  this  costly  procedure.  This 
cost  $4,700  and  was  raised  through  fund  raising  activities  and  gifts.  In  addition 
to  this  we  have  been  able  to  do  numerous  smaller  jobs  within  the  building,  as  well 
as  to  start  the  painting  and  to  completely  renew  the  gable  on  the  Route  109  side 
of  the  structure. 

Currently  our  pressing  concerns  include  a  complete  new  roof  and  the 
examination  and  correction  of  all  foundation  weaknesses. 
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Volunteers  have  given  much  time  and  materials  to  the  project  over  the  past 
year.  Businesses  and  property  owners  have  contributed  to  our  funding 
activities,  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  each  and  every  one.  We  welcomed  a  gift  of 
$1,500  from  Public  Service  of  New  Hampshire  through  their  Economic 
Development  program.  A  future  Federal  Scenic  Byways  Grant  to  help  with  the 
Information  Center  and  the  bathrooms  is  now  anxiously  awaited  by  the 
Commission. 

As  in  the  past  we  will  continue  to  need  funds,  and  as  the  year  goes  on  we  will 
have  many  programs  and  activities  in  which  we  hope  everyone  will  participate 
and  enjoy.  Our  Saturday  Work  Days  are  planned  again  as  soon  as  the  weather 
allows.

PARKS    AND    RECREATION    DEPARTMENT 

The  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  had  a  very  favorable  year  for  1995. 
The  Recreation  Commission  working  with  a  two  director  department  for  the  first 
time  proved  to  be  very  successful.  A  summer  program  of  field  trips  to  places  like 
Weirs  Beach,  Canobie  Lake  and  the  Water  Slide  was  inaugurated  in  conjunction 
with  the  Wakefield  Children  Center.  The  program  proved  to  be  very  popular  with 
the  children. 

In  1995  the  commission  determined  that  the  present  ball  fields  were 
inadequate  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the  community.  To  address  the  issue  the 
Department  filed  with  the  State  for  a  grant  to  furnish  funding  to  improve/upgrade 
the  towns  ball  fields.  Through  the  State's  selection  process  Wakefield  ended  up 
runner  up  for  the  grant.  At  the  present  time  the  Department  has  begun  the 
process  to  apply  for  the  Grant  again  in  1996.  However,  State  budgetary 
restraints  may  prevent  any  funding  of  this  Grant  in  1996.  This  issue  has  been 
aggravated  more  with  the  recent  loss  of  the  Davis  Field  for  softball.  To  address 
this  issue  the  Department  is  presently  negotiating  for  the  use  of  private  land  to 
use  as  a  ball  field  for  the  1 996  season.

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1995    LANDFILL    DEPARTMENT 

The  1995  season  brings  several  changes  to  the  landfill  operation.  The 
present  supervisor  wishes  to  acknowledge  and  thank  Mr.  Bernie  Sparks  for  his 
accomplishments  during  this  calendar  year. 

The  new  access  to  the  landfill  is  completed  and  in  operation  and  working 
very  well. 

In  an  effort  to  work  toward  an  eventual  transfer  station,  additional  block 
containers  will  be  constructed  for  light  iron  and  aluminum.  Bundled  newspapers 
are  now  received  by  a  44  yard  roll-off  container  which  is  removed  and  replaced 
when  necessary  by  Waste  Management. 

Upon  the  demise  of  the  old  green  packer,  several  alternatives  are  being 
explored  as  to  the  most  efficient  way  to  receive  trash  from  the  public.  At  this 
time  we  are  using  a  1977  International  24  yard  dump  located  below  a  retaining 
wall;  patrons  drive  along  side  and  deposit  trash.  On  a  trial  basis  as  of  this  report, 
the  system  is  working  extremely  well.

In  calendar  year  1995,  our  three  (3)  leading  causes  of  fires  were  Children, 
Non-Permit  fires  not  properly  extinguished  and  Smoking  Materials. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II,  the  fire  permit  law,  and  the  other  burning  laws  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to 
$2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Fire 
Officials,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is 
required.  This  also  helps  to  prevent  unnecessary  response  to  a  controlled  burn.

The  membership  of  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department  at  the  end  of  1995 
consisted  of  30  volunteers.  Of  these  members,  there  were  21  firefighters,  one 
Second  Lieutenant/Training  Officer,  three  First  Lieutenants,  three  Captains,  one 
Assistant  Fire  Chief,  and  one  Fire  Chief.  State  of  NH  certification  levels  of  these 
members  were:  12  Career  Level,  8  Firefighter  Level  I  and  2  SCBA  (breathing 
apparatus)  certified.  8  members  are  also  registered  EMTs,  6  are  qualified  First 
Responders  and  5  are  trained  in  Incident  Command. 

Monthly  training  continues  under  the  direction  of  the  Fire  Department's 
Training  Officer.  These  trainings  keep  our  firefighters  familiar  with  the 
equipment,  it's  operation  and  maintenance,  and  the  teamwork  that  is  essential  in 
an  effective  Fire  Department.  Training  outside  of  our  own  department,  either  with 
other  departments  or  professional  training  agencies  is  always  encouraged. 

During  1995,  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  166  incidents.  These 
incidents  expended  a  total  of  1,456.25  man-hours  and  logged  a  total  of  399  hours 
on  the  Town's  fire  trucks.  We  requested  and  received  mutual  aid  on  7 
emergencies  from  neighboring  fire  departments.  We  responded  mutual  aid  to  33 
incidents,  as  requested  by  our  neighboring  towns,  to  assist  in  their  emergencies.
